Volcane ftttmt to Have Spent .Itself 


In Ont 
Tremendeu* Convulsion. 


Sun Obecured In tho Vicinity of 
Naples—Survey of tho Desolated 
District 


Naples, April 14.—The period of 


danger lias passed, and only desola- 
tion and slowly declining panic re-' 
main. The volcano seems to nave 
spent Itself In one enormous convul- 
sion. Director Matteucct, who heroic- 
ally holds his post In the observatory, 
believes that the eruption has ended, 
'and every outward indication con- 
firms this view. No more rumblings 
come from the bowels of'the earjh, 
giving terrifying warnings to the in- 
habitants. The volcano is hidden be- 
hind a thick curtain of smoke, which 
rises from the crater and then spreads 
aid falls, enveloping a vast circle in 
semi-darkness. Naples Is just beyond 
this circle, and the city was bathed in 
sunshine while the ugly, black pall 
hung to the westward over a belt mid- 
way between Rome and Naples. 


Vesuvius belies all popular pictures, 


which represent the mountain clearly 
outlined against the sky, vomiting 
smoke and ashes by day and fire by 
night. Not the' slightest outline is vis- 
ible of the" crater, crest or foothills, 
all being swallowed up in a dense 
mass of smoke. There is the same ob- 
scurity at night, unrelieved by flashes 
or reflected light, such as are seen 
during quieter periods. Vesuvius qui- 
escent is picturesquely grand, but ac- 
tive or smoldering it is terrible only 
in its'blackness and obscurity. 


A correspondent traveled in the belt 


over which ashes continue to fall. This 
lies to the north of Naples, as the wind 
now carries the discharge away from 
the city. At Rome there was sunshine, 
but 20 miles south a thin veil of smoke 
made nearby mountains dimly visible, 
their snowpeaks soiled and sooty. The 
zone of the semi-obscurity began 25 
miles above Naples. Here there was 
an uncanny phenomenon. The sun, 
though shining, was invisible. Its 
light seemed to come through smoked 
glasses. Everything was covered with 
powder. The locomotives were coated 
as though they had plowed through 
tar. Pretty white villas were daubed 
and dripping with mud and people 
were busy on the roofs shoveling off 
the ashes. The crowds at the stations 
resembled millers, their clothing cov- 
ered with graphite powder. Villas, 
trees and churches have been beaten 
with gray mud on the sides exposed to 
the volcanic stream. Ten miles north 
of Naples the train enteri an area ol 
semi-night.

Chicago, April M.—According to a 


statement authorized by the legal ad- 
visers of both John Alexander Dowie 
and General Overseer Vollva, peace 
hovers over the warring factions that 
are endeavoring to secure control of 
Zion. 


After a secret conference, Emil C. 


Wetten, representing 
Dowie, said: 


"We are nearer a peaceful solution of 
this question now than we have been 
at any stage of the proceedings. 
We 


have changed our minds relative to 
the filing of a bill in equity declaring 
the tiansferring of the ownership of 
the property of Zion CU> by Voliva to 
Deacon Alexander Granger to be void, 
and will await further developments. 
As a matter of foimality v:e have filed 
a paper in the circuit court, of Lake 
county of this state declaring that the 
power of attorney gi anted to General 
Oveibeer Voliva by the 'first apostle,' 
John Alexander Dowie, was absolutely 
void, inasiruch as Voliva had not act- 
ed in accordance with the instructions 
given him in leference to the execu- 
tion of the pouei delegated to him by 
Dowie " 


At the termination of the confer- 


ence, which was participated in by 
Jticls;e V. V. Bames, legal adviser ot 
Zion City; Jacob Newman, counsel for 
Voli\;i and his forces, and Attorney 
Wetten. repieseutiug Dowie, Ir. New- 
man said: "Dowie and his ad\isers ad- 
mitted that we have in our possession 
documentary evidence to the effect 
that his advisers admit that 95 per 
cent of the propeity belong to the 
Christian Catholic church, but he has 
furthermore acquiesced in the proposi- 
tion that if he is given 5 per cent of 
this pioperty after he has been in- 
stalled in temporary control, as eccle- 
siastical and financial head, he will re- 
tire. In other words, Dowie desires to 
be vindicated, reinstalled at the full 
powers attending the first apostleship 
of the 
Christian Catholic 
church, 


•whereupon he will issue an edict de- 
claring that 95 per cent of the prop- 
erty ot 
Zion City belongs to the 


church and that 5 per cent belongs to 
him (Dowie)." According to conserva-
